L. Sprague de Camp is a self-employed writer who 
lives in a suburb of Philadelphia. Born in New York 
City in 1907 and educated there, in the South, and in 
California, he received the degree of B.S. in Aeronaut- 
ical Engineering from California Institute of Technolo- 
gy in 1930 and that of M.S. in Engineering and Economics 
from Stevens Institute of Technology in 1932. Although 
he has worked as an educator, lecturer, engineer,patent 
expert, pubticity writer, and officer in the U.S, Naval 
Reserve (in the Second World War), for most of the last 
35 years he has pursued the career of a free-lance writer. 

De Camp is the authoror co-author of approximately
